WASHINGTON (UPI) - The rate of 
tnflatton slowed in December but con­ 
sum er prices for all of 1974 climbed 
12.2 per cent and registered the largest 
yearly increase since the end of World 
War II, the government said today. 
With the exception of 1918 and 1946, 
two years in which the nation’s econo­ 
my was attem pting to shake off the 
effects of wars, the 1974 jump was the 
largest since records have been kept, 


according to the Bureau of l abor Sta 
tistics. 
The December increase in the Con­ 
sumer Price Index was 0.7 per cent, 
the sm allest since prices increased 0.5 
per cent in April, the BLS said. The 
July rate also rose 0.7 per cent. 
Treasury Secretary William E. Si­ 
mon said the slowing in the cost of liv­ 
ing advance confirms recent adm in­ 
istration statements “ that the inflation 


rate is going to come down.” 
But he quickly added: “ Let us not 
fool ourselves that it’s going to come 
down to what you and 1 would call a 
reasonable rate. We are still going to 
have a. built-in rate of inflation that is 
eoing to be unacceptable and this is 
going to take years ... to bring back 


down.” 
... . 
The huge increase last year will fur­ 
ther hinder the administration in con­ 


trolling inflation in 1975. At least 7.6 
million wage earners, military and ci­ 
vil service retirees and benefits for 
nearly 
30 
million 
Social 
Security 
recipients are tied to increases in the 


CPI. 
The BLS said the index reached 155.4 
last month, meaning that a typical se­ 
lection of goods and services that cost 
$100 in 1967 cost $155.40 in December. 
In 1918, the year after World War I 


ended, the government index rose 20.5 
per cent and again in 1946, after World 
War II was over, it increased 18.1 per 
cent. 
The increases in the consumer price 
index for the last three months of 1974 
indicated some decline in the annual 
rate ot inflation to 10.1 per cent. 
Over the year about 40 per cent of 
the CPI increase was due to a 13.2 per 
cent rise in prices of nonfood oommo- 


dines. The food index m se ^ 
fwr 
cent, exactly the same as the overall 
index during the year. Food accounts 
for about 25 per cent of the CPI. 
The higher prices in December were 
blamed on food, especially sugar and 
items using sugar. Other 
creases were in a wide range of goods 
and services, including household sup­ 
plies. gas and electricity, and public 
transportation, the government said.

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Judae upholds controversial antismog device law 
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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A Superior 
Court judge Monday refused to declare 
the controversial antismog device for 
1966-70 model cars an unconstitutional 
discrimination against Southern Cali­ 
fornians—but the legislature may still 
repeal the law requiring them. 
Superior Court Judge Harry L. Hupp 
denied a request by Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty, led by Supervisor Kenneth Hahn, 
for an injunction against enforcement 
of the requirement. 


The county argued that the require­ 
ment, once meant to apply statewide, 
was discriminatory now that it applies 
only to six southern counties. 
Hupp ruled that there is nothing un­ 
constitutional in the state legislature 
passing laws that apply only to certain 
parts of the state, unless it acts in an 
“irrational or arbitrary m anner.”

Texas oihvell firefighter Red Adair to­ 
day planned a three-state assault on 
the natural gas fire that has raged out 
of control here since Sunday. 
The fire is burning up about $500 a 
day worth of gas at the Aliso Canyon 
storage area above the Porter Ranch 
in the Northwestern San Fernando Val­ 
ley near the Los Angeles city and coun­ 
ty line. 
Adair, who has a worldwide reputa­ 
tion for extinguishing fires in petro­ 
leum fields, .said that if the first stage 
of his plan works, the fire could be 
extinguished, in two days —and if not, 
the next two stages could take two 


weeks. 
The first ~tage calls for large doses 
of “heavy water”— seawater and mud 
— forced down the adjoining wells in 
hopes of shutting off the gas flow be­ 
neath the earth. 
Failing that, he said, adjoining wells 
will have to be flooded, or a hole dug 
dewn to cap the leaky pipe that is 
feeding the flames. 
Adair said Monday he planned to 
continue pouring the “heavy water” 
into adioining wells. Clouds of steam

Firemen paramedics OKd Po,ice

jLast month the board approved a 
prot>osal to establish the program with 
Chino Rural Fire District. Three mem­ 
bers of that department are to begin 
paramedic training at Loma 
Linda 
Hospital next week. 
|The proposal came under attack 
members of the Ambulance Asso­ 
ciation of San Bernardino County, who 
c l a i m e d that firemen-paramedics 
would hurt, the business of private am­ 
bulance companies. 
Chief oppoqpnt of the program is 
Homer Aerts, owner of Kniffin Ambu­ 
lance Co. of Chino, who said that his 
company had spent $18.000 in the past 
year gearing up to provide paramedic 
serv ice to that area. 


Aerts said if the board failed to res­ 
cind approval of the program his com­ 
pany might be forced to relocate to 
some ether community. 
Steve Rice, a San Bernardino ambu­ 
lance operator, asked the board to at 
least hold off on the pilot program un­ 
til it had obtained all facts relating to 
operation of a paramedic unit. 
Rice said that the county was de­ 
pending on federal funds from the 
Emergency Medical Act of 1973 to fi­ 
nance the paramedic program on a 
countv-wide basis, but said there was 
no assurance that these funds would be 
provided. 
Fourth District Supervisor Robert 0. 
Townsend said federal funds were not 
involved in the Chino pilot program be­ 
cause the district already has the nec­ 
essary funds of $14.500 available in the 
budget. 
He also said that the board could not 
be concerned with any possible ad­ 
verse impact the program might have 
on private ambulance companies. “Our 
main concern here is providing a much 
needed public service. We can't be con- 


cerned with the potential damage to a 
private enterprise,” he said. 
“And as tor the facts,” Townsend 
said holding aloft an inch thick file on 
the paramedic program, “I have a lot 
more facts now than I did when I first 
proposed this program, and I’m more 
convinced than ever that this is a vital 
public service we are providing.” 
Among the more disturbing facts in 
the file, Townsend said, was a report 
lrom Los Angeles County indicating 
that private ambulance companies ex­ 
perience a 70 ner cent turnover in am­ 
bulance attendants every year. 
“It’s hard to believe that the private 
companies can provide a consistently 
high level of service with that kind of 
turnover,” Townsend said. 
He said that the turnover rate for 
firemen was about one per cent annual­ 
ly-

first 
made 
his 
objections 
known to the Chino City Council earlier 
this month after which the council ex­ 
pressed disapproval of the program, 
and indicated that it had no desire to 
compete with private business. 


Council rejects substandard home plan

Pomona City Council Monday night 
rejected a proposed ordinance that 
would have required city inspections of 
all housing units at the time of sale. 
The ordinance was defeated by a 
unanimous vote. 
While most council members stated 
they supported goals of the ordinance, 
they could not approve of the city be­ 
coming a party to real estate trans­ 
actions. 
“Very few- of us would disagree with 
the objectives of the ordinance,” said 
councilman Charles Bader. 
Bader stated, however, that he could 
not support an ordinance that “inter­ 
jects the city into the ownership rights 
of the citizen.” 
The proposed measure would have 
required issuance of a certificate of oc­ 
cupancy on all residential units at the 
time of sale. In order for a certificate 
to be granted, a home or apartment 
would have to meet minimum building 
code requirements in effect at the time 
the structure was built. 
The measure did contain an “escape 
clause” in that a city inspection and 
the certificate could be waived at the 
buyer’s request. 
The basic goal of the ordinance was 


to upgrade residential units that are 
substandard and prevent units from 
falling into the substandard category. 
The ordinance was drafted by a 
Planning Commission committee and 
had been the subject of extensive con­ 
sideration by that body. The Planning 
Commission recommended its approv­ 
al. 
i 
Prior to the council vote, City Ad­ 
ministrator Jerrold Gonce asked that 
the measure be held back for 30 days 
in order to allow further study. 
Although the measure was voted 
down, the council did leave an impres­ 
sion that it would consider alternate 
ordinances of a similar nature in the 
future, 
providing 
that 
future 
ordi­ 
nances are not of such a mandatory 
nature as the one presented Monday. 
In other business, the council ap­ 
proved another ordinance dealing with 
substandard housing. 
The ordinance provides that if a 
dwelling is declared sub-standard, the 
owner shall have six months to bring 
the structure up to code' requirements 
or lose his right to claim a deduction 
for the building on his state taxes. 
The ordinance is aimed primarily at 
absentee landlords who maintain sub­ 
standard rental units as a tax shelter 
for other income. 


The council approved a staff plan f<5r 
the use of some $350,000 in federal job 
funds under the Comprehensive Em­ 
ployment and Training Act (CETA) 
Title VI. 
The plan calls for a sharing of near­ 
ly half the funds with the cities of 
Claremont, Walnut and a number of 
Pomona based commurity agencies. 
Pomona will receive funds through 
Los Angeles County, which has ap­ 
proved Pomona’s plan to share funds 
with other agencies. It remains un­ 
clear, however, whether the sharing 
meets federal guidelines for the CETA 
program. 
Mayor Ray Lepire emphasized that 
the plan for sharing the funds would be 
changed upon an adverse ruling. 
Funds should provide about 40 jobs 
in all, with hiring to occur prior to 
Feb 10. 
B e s i d e s Claremont and Walnut, 
which wrill receive $18,900 and $10,000 
respectively, other agencies to share in 
the funds are Open Choices, Pomona 
Open Door, Pomona Valley Education 
Center, Pomona Boys Club, La Escuel- 
i t a , YWCA. 
YMCA, 
Neighborhood 
Adult Participation Project and Girl 
Scouts. Each of the nonprofit agencies 
will receive $10,000.

Monday pledged their support to Chaf- 
fey district’s March 4 tax override 
election, and asked that cuts be made 
as far from the classroom as possible 
should it fail.

New $172,000 federal grant to create 17 community jobs 
Headon crash claims another

Montclair has received an additional 
$172,000 in federal funds for immediate 
hiring of new personnel. The grant is 
part of President Gerald Ford’s eco­ 
nomic plan to reduce the unemploy­ 
ment rate rapidly. 
Mike Milhiser, administrative assis­ 
tant told councilmen Monday night of 
the new funds from the Comprehensive 
Education and Training Act (CETA) 
Title VI. 
During a lengthy sketch of the CETA 
history- and purpose, Milhiser reported 
that the funds allocated this week will 
be used to employ 17 new city em­ 
ployees now through Dec. 31, 1975. 
Federal legislation calls for priority 
hiring of unemployed Vietnam veter­ 
ans, welfare recipients, Manpower Act 


trainees, women who are head of 
households 
and 
persons 
over 
40. 
There is no residency requirements al­ 
though 11 Montclair residents were 
hired under the CETA, Title II funds. 
The 17 new positions include an ad­ 
ministrative aide, a civil engineering 
aide, tour maintenance persons, six ap­ 
prentice fire fighters, a special officer 
for the police department, an inter­ 
mediate clerk typist, two police offi­ 
cers aftd a community service aide. 
Milhiser said the federal law does 
not require local governments to retain 
CETA employes after the funds are 
depleted. 
In approving the new positions, the 
council also aoproved the transfer of 
$11.COO from the contingency fund for 
the 2 3 per cent difference between the 
CETA maximum salary rate and the 


rate of police officers, and for minor 
equipment required for the fire fight­ 
ing apprentice. 
The city previously received $156,135 
in CETA funds, bringing the total allo­ 
cation to $328,185. Twenty-six persons 
were hired under the Title II program; 
ar.d the city has been able to increase 
park maintenance, paint and clean 
the council chambers, provide addition­ 
al custodians to re’ease the city from a 
contract with a private firm, and h»re 
new fire fighters to upgrade the local 
department, Milhiser said.

Consider joint ownership of $300,000 golf clubhouse

Li Verne Citv Council agreed Mon­ 
day to consider an ordinance that 
would help San Dimas build a new’ 
$300,000 clubhouse at the jointly owned 
San Dimas Canyon Golf Course. 
But councilmen served notice that 
they would consider “community feed­ 
back” before deciding whether to ap­ 
prove the measure. 
The golf course is owned by the two 
cities through a joint powers agree­ 
ment in which LaVerne’s interest is 10 
per cent. 
San Dimas and the jo*nf powers au­ 
thority want to sell $350,000 worth of 
revenue bonds to build the club house 
and other incidental items this winter. 
Money would be paid back trom the 
greens fees. 


But La Verne Councilman Harrison 
Sanborn objected to the proposal, con­ 
tending that the trend at present was 
to lease out construction work to pri­ 
vate parties in exchange for concession 
privileges. 
He said Los Angeles County will 
have such an arrangement at Mountain 
Meadow’s Golf Course, when those links 
are complete. 
San Dimas City Manager 
Robert 
Poff said a city could obtain money 
much more cheaply than a private con­ 
tractor, and that b> building the club­ 
house the two cities would wind up 
with ownership of everything by 1998. 
“We need a club house very, very 
badly,” he said. “ Were losing money 
because we don’t have one.” 
He explained that while the week­ 
ends have been busy, the golt course 


has had a lull during the week. He said 
the operators could eliminate much of 
tournaments must include the use of a 
“ functional” club house. “Then we could 
a c c o m m o d a t e tournaments. Golf 
Tournaments must include the use of a 
clubhouse to award trophies and hold 
banquets.” 
Councilman Dan Lopez said he still 
was concerned about the joint partner­ 
ship because in the event of a loss, 
“the people will have to make up the 
deficits from taxes.” 
Poff assured him that such a possi­ 
bility was remote, and even if it came 
to pass, San Dimas would make up 
nine-tenths of the loss. 
He said the joint powers authority 
was opening bids Wednesday morning 
and asked the La Verne council to act 
as quickly as possible. Councilman 


Frar.k Johnson tried to schedule sec­ 
ond reading and approval of the ordi­ 
nance for next Monday but his motion 
died tor lack of a second. 
The council approved introduction of 
the ordinance and agreed to consider 
its passage at its Feb. 3 meeting. 
Meanwhile, the councilmen invited 
all residents of La Verne to express 
themselves on how they felt about the 
construction of the new club house. , 
The two cities have been co-owners 
of the course since 1970. Until recently, 
the joint authority could handle all fi­ 
nancial matters, including bonds. But 
last year the state legislature passed a 
law requiring all cities which are par­ 
ties to joint powers agreements to 
share the responsibility.

Pcmona Valley Inn soon may be 
changed from a hotel operation to a 
board and care facility for adults 
unable to cope emotionally with prob­ 
lems of independent living. 
Aries Jupiter Corp. will ask Po­ 
mona Planning Commission Wednes­ 
day night for a zone change and use 
permit to allow the new use. The struc­ 
ture at 2180 W. Valley Blvd. is owned 
by Daud Alani and Ray Kazab of Los 
Angeles. 


The commission meeting starts at 
7:30 p.m. in the City Council cham­ 
bers. 
The hotel, which includes a restau­ 
rant, has had financial problems and 
several owners since it was built in 
1962 at a cost of $1.2 million. The most 
recent occupant was the Razzmatazz 
Restaurant, owned by Alani. which 
featured a 1920s decor with a peek-hole 
in the door, fake police raids and pho­ 
ney gangsters, 
in his application, C. L. Perry, cor­ 


poration president, said he planned to 
remove all liquid dispensing facilities, 
convert rooms in the former public 
areas to recreational use, and use hotel 
rooms to house 200 adults, 18 and ol­ 
der. 
There will be no mentally retarded 
or non-ambulatory persons included, he 
stressed.

Although President Ford's whole tax-cutting re* 
cession-fighting, energy-conserving package seems 
to run into more congressional flack with each pas* 
sing day, by far the most controversial aspect of it 
is his proposal to raise tees on foreign oil by S3 a 
barrel to discourage consumption. 
Evenono agrees that the sagging economy needs 
a boost in the form of a massive transfusion ot 
spending money into the pockets of Americans. The 
dispute is over how big a tax cut there should be 
and how it should be handled. 
Democrats in Congress, however, are increasingly 
opposed to the oil price hike idea. The President 
estimates that it would result in higher gasoline 
prices ot something under 20 cents a gallon. The 
extra federal income from this, as well as other 
raxes he proposes on domestic- oil and natural gas. 
plus taxes on oil company windfall profits, would 
eventually be returned to the economy. 
The critics argue that the higher cost of gasoline 
and home heating fuel would not only directly hit 
consumers where it hurts most. The higher cost, ot 
crude oil would indirectly raise the prices of a mul­ 
titude of products made from petrochemicals, from 
toothbrushes to textiles, and thus feed the still-rag­ 
ing fires of inflation all the more.

WASHINGTON - The preliminary. 
secret testimony in the CIA investiga­ 
tion has focused on the White House 
itself. 
Former CIA chief Richard Helms, 
according to sources close to the inves­ 
tigation, testified behind closed doors 
that he had been pressured by both 
presidents Lyndon Johnson and Rich­ 
ard Nixon to sp> on Vietnam War pro­ 
testers. 
As far back as 1967. Helms alleged, 
Johnson began badgering him to in­ 
vestigate any connection between the 
protest movement and foreign enemies. 
Both Johnson and Nixon suspected 
that the Communists were pumping 
money into the 
antiwar movement. 
However. Helms reported that the CIA 
found no significant loieign influence. 
Some radical groups, such as the 
Black Panther* and the Weathermen, 
had foreign contacts. But the student 
opposition to the war effort was largely 
an American phenomenon, said Helms. 
His secret testimony was taken by 
the President s Commission to Investi­ 
gate the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Other witnesses confirmed that the 
CIA tiles on American citizens largely 
grtw out of the Johnson-Nixon concern 
over the antiwar agitation. 
At tirst, tlie Secret Service began in­ 
vestigating every 
group, 
no 
matter 
how innocent, that expressed the sligh­ 
test* criticism o' the President. The 
Nonviolent Direct Action group came 
under surveillance, as a typical ex­ 
ample. because it ‘ urged members to 
write Pres and other govt officials to 
protest war in Vietnam.” according to 
confidential Secret Service records. 
Bv late 1970. the Secret Service de­ 
veloped a computer network, which 
now- contains information on more than 
1x0,000 Americans 
Other government

agencies also began trading informa­ 
tion. Files began to grow on tens of 
thousands of citizens who were guilty 
of nothing more serious than shooting 
off their mouths against the Presi­ 
dent's policie*. 
Dozens of celebnt .es wound up in the 
files, including comedians, Dick Greg­ 
ory, Groucho Marx and Tony Rar.dall; 
actors Marlon Brando, Paul Newman 
and Rock Hudson; actor-producer Carl 
Reiner; conservative news commenta­ 
tor Paul Harvey: and folk singer Joan 
Baez. 
The CIA, of course, got caught up in 
the hysteria. There were times when 
the CIA overstepped its legal limits 
and conducted domestic surveillance 
It 
became increasingly 
difficult 
to 
draw the line between legitimate se­ 
curity and political security. 
This was the atmosphere in the back­ 
rooms of the CIA when the Watergate 
caper began. The CIA didn't balk, 
therefore, at furnishing E. 
Howard 
Hunt with a reddish wig, glasses, a 
speech alteration device, a set of alias 
documents, a tape recorder concealed 
in a portable typewriter case, two 
microphone«, and a camera disguisfd 
in a tobacco pouch. 
Hunt used this Jam es Bond para 
phemalia to carry out his Watergate 
assignments. The CIA has insisted in 
secret statements that it had no know 
ledge of Hunt’s Watergate role. The 
supply 
officer, 
Cleo 
Gephart, 
has 
sworn that he thought Hunt was a 
member of the CIA’s Domestic Contact 
Service. 
This is the branch that interviews 
U.S. traveler* who might pick up inter­ 
esting 
information 
abroad. 
Gephart 
didn’t explain why Hunt would need a 
fancy disguise if he were merely con 
ducting routine interv iews 


It is also interesting that the CIA 
converted the Domestic Contact Serv- 
i< e from a routine intelligence oper­ 
ation to a clandestine service in 1973. 
This was done ostensibly for budgetary 
reasons. But once the unit became a 
clandestine service, the CIA was no 
longer obligated to give Congress a de­ 
tailed account of its activities. 
In fairness, it should be added that 
Helms resisted most of the pressure 
from the White House to go beyond his 
legal authority.

John Dean broke fast trom the starting gate in the Post- 
Prison Revelation Derby, and the former White House coun­ 
sel’s story was a dandy: 


Nixon didn’t destroy those Watergate tapes. Dean told NBC * 
Carl Stem in an exclusive interview, because the former 
President had talked to Chief Justice Warren Burger about the 
pending Supreme Court decision on executive privilege. In 


short, the fix was in. 


Why the horse race metaphor? Let’s just say that I got 
carried away by Stem’s instant analytical jargon following his 
televised talk with Dean. Asked by anchorman John Chancel­ 
lor whether he believed the Nixon-Burger story to be true. 
Stem replied that while one couldn’t be absolutely certain, 
Dean's “ track record” as a Watergate witness was “ good.” 


So perishes—or, at least, is impaled—the reputation of a U.S. 
Supreme Court Chief Justice in this all-news era of $2-window 
“ investigative” journalism. 


To be sure, there had to be several people, besides this ob­ 
server, visceraily upset about John Dean s initial interview 
tollowing his release from prison. 


First, there were the other network investigative jockeys, 
who could hardly have enjoyed eaung track dust behind NBC s 
news lead. 


Next, there was Jolm Dean’s literary agent. Dean is said to 
have a publisher’s advance running to six figures. Why, the 
agent must have wondered, did his charge drop such a juicy 
item as a freebie for Carl Stem, when he might better have 
saved it for his own Book of Revelations? 


Finally, there was the Chief Justice, biggest victim yet of 
our investigative news media’s latter-day penchant for offering 
up hearsay testimony as legitimate evidence. 
What the court of public opinion was given to understand by 
the Dean interview was that Nixon had in fact discussed the 
tapes with the Chief Justice. Sure. Burgers office issued an 
immediate denial—but then, don’t they all? 
Yet, as the full story unfolded during the ensuing twentyMour 
hours, Dean’s "evidence” w .s that Charles Colson had told 
him (Dean) that Nixon had told him (Colscn) that Burger had 
told him (Nixon)—well, look, in a thirty-minute TV news show 
spliced by commercials, you can’t go into all the details! 
Anyway to Chancellor’s credit, the anchorman did mention 
that Dean is due ro make a good deal of money around the 
revelation track as a result of his Watergate cover-up involve­ 
ment. But though that observation might have registered with 
some viewer*, the damage to Burger’s reputation, even if 
short-term, was considerable. 
Columnist colleague Bill Satire, writing recently on this post­ 
il diergate journalistic Zeitgeist 
made reference to a ’ New 
McCarthy ism.** In my opin on, however, it’s time after twen­ 
ty-me vear*. to lei the late WUcorfsm Lomrnun.st-hunter rest 
•n peace. A fresh term is needed to describe broad-gauge hear* 
*ay and guilt by association di*seminated not by politicians 
using the media, but the media themselves 
Indeed, we might ask ,if it could happen that way to a chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, what public figure—especially a 
public figure associated with the Nixon administration—!* safe 
in his reputation? The answer is, not a one: the bigger the fig­ 
ure, the muddier the track.

It burns me up when well-meaning 
friends and relatives tell you. “ rhere s 
nothing wrong with your child that a 
little discipline wouldn’t cure.” Our son 
was so unmanageable that the neigh­ 
bors had to build a fence to keep him 
off their property. He was destructive 
and ruined their flowers and shrubs. 
Punishment was no deterrent. It only 
made him more incorrigible.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a weight 
watcher and have had my weight down 


for three years. I weigh 110 pounds and 


used to weigh 200. I am very interested 
in calories. You always say a calorie is 


a calorie, so why do some diets say 


you can eat all you want to of cucum­ 


bers, cabbage, radishes and so on? 
Please let me know if you have to 
count them, as I would eat much more 
of them if they didn’t have to be con­ 
trolled. 
DEAR READER — Many diets just 
disregard these items thinking they 
don’t contribute much to the total ca­ 
lorie intake. The few calories they do 
contain, though, have to be added to 
the daily intake. The U.S. Department 
of Agric ulture tables list one pared cu­ 
cumber weighing seven ounces as 30 
calories. Not very many people would 
eat a lot of cucumbers every day. 
Except for those few people who 
have to watch every calorie, you can 
just about ignore these food items (cu­ 
cumbers, lettuce, radishes), but when 
every calorie does make the difference 
in a successful diet program, then they 
have to be considered. Of course, if 
you would walk an extra mile each 
day you could eat almost two cucum-

bers and still not affect your calorie 
balance. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I have snlit 
and peeling fingernails, have asked 
doctors about it and never get an as- 
wer as to its cause. I’ve tried gelatin 
to no avail. I try to keep nail polish on 
them to protect them and even wear 
gloves. I’m 52 and have never had 
good nails. In the last eight years they 
have been so bad they peel back in 
layers, that, of course, keeps the ends 
soft and ragged. 
I eat a wide variety of fruits and 
vegetables. I do not care for milk, but 
do eat milk products, cheese and cot­ 
tage cheese. 


DEAR READER — Most people who 
have nail problems will not get any 
benefit from drinking gelatin mixtures. 
Gelatin is a protein and has only part 
of the essential amino acids the body 
needs. I suppose if a person were 
deficient in the amount of protein in the 
diet it might do some good, but in our 
society protein deficiency is not very 
common. 
Women, particularly, are apt to have 
iron and calcium deficiencies that con­ 
tribute to poor nails. The iron-deficien- 
cy may show up with an anemia or 
even with difficulty in swallowing and 


various digestive complaints. Any com­ 
mon all-puroose daily vitamin pill with 
iron should satisfy the need for iron 
except in the preserce of medical prob­ 
lems. 
Calcium deficiencies are widespread 
because people don’t use milk or milk 
products. Cottage cheese is a good 
source of calcium, but if that is your 
main source I wonder if you really use 
enough every day to meet your cal­ 
cium needs. If you don’t like to drink 
milk you might find ways to use it in 
cooking. You can use the dry milk 
powder in cooking and increase the 
calcium intake. Desserts are often gi­ 
ven a bad press because they are 
sweet. A dessert can be good for you if 
made with sufficient amounts of milk 
containing protein and calcium. It is 
what is in the dessert that counts, not 
just whether it is sweet or not. 
Finally, some women benefit from 
using one of the nail polish prepara­ 
tions intended to harden and cover or 
protect the nails. These preparations 
work better than ordinary nail polish.

MIAMI (UPI) — The 1974 National 
Football League season ended Monday 
night with one of the same messages 
that marked its beginning way back 
last August—black quarterbacks can 
get the job done. 
The Los Angeles Rams’ James Har­ 
ris made the latest dent in one of the 
most longstanding prejudices among 
sports fans. He led the National Con­ 
ference to a 17-10 win over the Ameri­ 
can Conference in the annual Pro Bowl 
by throwing eight-yard touehdowm pas­ 
ses to Mel Gray of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals and Charley Taylor of the Wash­ 
ington Redskins. 
The season began with Joe Gilliam, 
another black quarterback, leading the 
Pittsburgh Steelers to a strong start. 
He was later replaced by Terry Brad­ 
shaw, who brought Pittsburgh the NFL 
championship last week. 
But then Harris stepped into the 
starting role at Los Angeles after John 
Hadl was traded away. The Harris-led 
Rams went on to challenge for the 
NFC title, losing 14-10 to Minnesota in

the championship game 
Monday night. Harris replaced sore­ 
armed I ran Tarkenton of Minnesota in 
the All-Star game and won the Most 
Valuable Player Award for his pertor- 
mance. 
Going into the game, the AFC had 
won the last three Super Bowls and six 
of the last seven and the last three Pro 
Bowls but Harris said he wasn't aware 
of that problem. 
NFC coach Chuck Knox, also of I os 
Angeles, was, and so were many of his 
other players. 
“The players had been waiting for 
this and it was a areat personal satis­ 
faction for me," Knox said. “We even 
had guys volunteering to go in on the 
kickoff team. Our goals were to beat 
the AFC and have some fun.

Louis’ Jim Hart who went out with an 
eye injury, went to work with his two 
scoring passes. He finished the day 
with seven completions in 13 attempts 
for 119 yards. 
Hart was put out of action in the 
first half with cuts around his left eye. 
“I was just tryinc to fill in,” Harr s 
said. “I just wanted to give my best 
every play and that’s how 1 went into 
the game.” 
AFC Coach John Madden of the Oak­ 
land Raiders admitted disappointment. 
“Any time you lose you’re disap­ 
pointed," he said. “We missed a lot of 
opportunities ... but all in all, it was a 
crisp game.
